Dear Director Goldberg: 

In the United States, the federal and state governments spend roughly $317 billion 
every year on the Medicaid program. As Ranking Member of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, I have an obligation to ensure that taxpayer dollars are appropriately spent on 
federal health care programs. Like the Medicare program, Medicaid suffers from 
systemic weaknesses that lead to fraud, waste, and abuse across the program, resulting in 
higher costs and less health care to those who are in need. The overutilization of 
prescription drugs, whether through drug abuse or outright fraud, plays a significant role 
in the rising cost of our healthcare system. The purpose of this letter is to request 
information regarding certain outliers in Oregon's Medicaid program and what steps 
Oregon takes to monitor rates of utilization. 

In recent inquiries, I have asked the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services about physicians prescribing mental health drugs at astonishingly high rates. In 
addition to these concerns, a recent CNN report detailed the increasing abuse of 
OxyContin, Roxicodone, and Xanax. Specifically, the report described the role some 
pain management clinics and physicians play in the black market for these drugs. I write 
today to better ascertain how high rates of both mental health and pain medication 
utilization are affecting the Medicaid program, as well as how Oregon's rates compare to 
the national rates. 

To that end, please provide charts that list of the top ten Medicaid prescribers of 
the following drugs for the years 2008 and 2009. For each prescriber, please provider 
his/her prescriber identifier, and the number of prescriptions written per drug per year, 
and the total amount billed to Medicaid per drug, separated for each year. 

• Ability; 

• Geodon; 

• Seroquel; 

• Zyprexa; 



• Risperdal; 

• OxyContin; 

• Roxicodone; and 

• Xanax. 



I thank you in advance for your cooperation and request that you provide the 
requested documents and written responses by no later than May 5, 201 0. Tn your reply, 
please format information into a chart like the examples provided below. All formal 
correspondence should be sent electronically in PDF format to Brian Downey@finance- 
rep.senate.gov or via facsimile to (202) 228-2131 .

Dear Senator Grassley: 

I am responding on behalf of Dr. Bruce Goldberg, Director-designee, Oregon Health Authority, to your 
request seeking information about the top ten prescribers of certain drugs in our Medicaid Program. 

The information you requested is attached; however, there are certain caveats worth mentioning 
about the data: 

• The number of claims is complete for all drugs you requested, except for OxyContin and 
Roxicodone. 

Oregon's Medicaid program is predominantly administered by managed care organizations 
with mental health drugs carved out and paid for by the state. For Oxycontin and Roxicodone, 
we have the data for state's fee for service population; however, for the 75% of the Oregon 
Medicaid lives who receive their benefits from one of our thirteen Medicaid Managed Care 
Organizations (MCOs) the state does not have this data. As such it will take a bit more time to 
gather it from the managed care plans. We anticipate we can gather this data and report it to 
you no later than May 19, 2010. 

• In 2008, Oregon did not use the National Provider Identifier (NPI). Rather we used a unique 
Oregon identifier (shown as "DMAP ID" on the attached data file). Historically, it was difficult for 
pharmacies to learn the prescriber's "DMAP ID" number and submit it on their reimbursement 
claim. Rather than deny the claim at the pharmacy point of sale and thus deny access for 
Medicaid patients, our Medicaid program allowed the use of the "999999" in the prescriber field 
as a means to facilitate the processing of the claim. This causes some anomalies in the 2008 
data with respect to our highest prescribers. 

• Beginning in 2009, all claims contain the NPI making the 2009 data a more accurate picture of 
our high prescribing doctors.

Dear Mr. Burns: 

On M ay 4, 20 10, your state provi deal my offi ce with data regardi ng the top ten 
prescri bers of several pain management and mental health drugs in your state. These 
types of drugs have addictive properties, and the potential for fraud and abuse by 
prescri bers and patients is extremely high. Mental health drugs continue to be 
prescribed at astounding rates and pain management clinics are turning into a hotbed 
for black market painkillers. When these drugs are prescri bed to Medicaid patients, it is 
the American people who pay the price for over-prescription, abuse, and fraud. 

After an extensive review of prescribing habits of the serial prescri bers of pai n 
and mental health drugs in Oregon, I have concerns about the oversight and 
enforcement of Medicaid abuse in your state. While I am sensitive to the concerns of 
mi si nterpretati on of the data you provi ded, the numbers themsel ves are quite shocki ng. 

For examplein 2009, prescri ber 1104968197 wrote 1104 scripts for Abilify at a 
cost to M edicaid of $457,335. The second highest prescri ber wrote 586 scri pts for a 
Medicaid cost of $253,591 



It is my intention to ensure that each of the states is adequately monitoring, 
investigating, and stoppingfraud and over- prescription of these types of drugs. 
Therefore, pi ease provi de answers to the f ol I owi ng questi ons:

Dear Senator Grassley: 

I am responding to your letter of January 23, 2012 in which you asked some follow-up 
questions about the top ten prescribers of several pain management and mental health 
drugs in Oregon. We share your concerns about the alarming increase in prescription drug 
abuse and overdose and appreciate the opportunity your letter gave us to revisit this issue 
within our Medicaid Program. 

The following is in response to each of the questions you have raised: 

1. What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribers 
identified to the committee? 

Of the 367 unique prescribers identified over the three years of data review, 67 or 
18% have been terminated from the Medicaid program. Most of these were due to 
business changes or implementation of recent ACA changes which require us to 
have all NPIs registered as a Medicaid provider. There were 15 prescribers who 
were terminated for loss of license, suspension, or other disciplinary actions by the 
Oregon Medical Board. 

We have reviewed the one outlier that you identified and are satisfied that he is 
prescribing appropriately. This individual is a psychiatrist who practices in rural 
southern Oregon. His client load is in the range of 250 to 300 unique Medicaid 
patients per year. Approximately 60% of his clients are on Ability averaging 8 
claims per patient-year. Based on this review we do not feel this doctor's 
prescribing practices are out of line. 

2. If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please 
explain why not. 

Actions were taken with respect to 67 of the prescribers identified.

3. Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain eligible 
to bill the Medicaid Program. 

Three hundred of the 367 providers identified in the data we are submitting to the 
Committee in this letter remain eligible to bill the Medicaid program. 

Lists of those providers who remain eligible to bill the Medicaid program are 
attached. 

4. Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these same 
drugs. 

See attached two documents. 

5. Has each of these prescribers been cross-checked for complaints or misconduct 
with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data Bank? If not, do you 
plan to do so? 

The Oregon Medical Board provides Medicaid a monthly list of any provider that 
has had their license terminated, suspended, or are facing disciplinary action. 
These providers are all reviewed and removed from the list of eligible providers by 
the Medicaid program. We do not submit names to the Oregon Medical Board 
unless we have identified there are prescribing practices that our out of line. 

6. Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to your 
state medical board? 

Not by the Oregon Health Authority. 

7. Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescription writing? If not, why not? 

Yes, The RetroDUR program uses criteria to review client profiles using multiple 
psychotropic drugs (i.e. Polypharmacy Review) and to review client profiles with 
excessive use of opioids, stimulants, benzodiazepines, and muscle relaxants. 

8. Have you received any training or guidance from Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription drugs? 

A memo from CMS, dated January, 2012 was received by the Oregon Health 
Authority on February 1 . We are in the process of reviewing that memo and will 
take all appropriate steps to implement their directives.

9. Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed controlled-substances? 

Yes, The Oregon Prescription Drug Monitoring Program was established by the 
Legislature in 2009. The program is now receiving information on all schedules II 
through IV drugs. The data base is available to each provider as a means to know 
what drugs their patients are taking. 

10. Does your state have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum units, 
prior authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

Yes, all prescriptions have claim edits for early refill in place. There are also prior 
authorization restrictions for excessive dose and therapeutic duplication on 
stimulants, opioids, selected benzodiazepines, and selected muscle relaxants. 
Voluntary retrospective dose consolidation programs are in place for mental health 
drugs. However, prospective controls on mental health drugs have largely been 
prohibited by the State Legislature. 

11. Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandates Drug 
Utilization Review or CMS-base retrospective reviews? 



12. Does your state have any programs in place to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents? 

Yes, there is a Retrospective Pediatric Psychotropic Review program in place. 

Your letter prompted another look at our top prescribers within Oregon. Based on the 
review of the most recent data we believe all of our prescribers are prescribing 
appropriately, and that we have in place appropriate controls to assure that providers 
continue to do so.
